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TOC H ANNUAL REPORT, 1922-23 


YF N the following extract from the speech delivered by one of the Presidents, 
the Duke of Devonshire, at the Birthday Festival on December 15, 1923, we 
have an account of the growth of Toc Н during the year:— 

“ Last year I was prevented from taking part in this great family gathering of 

Toc H, but I heard more than an echo of its significance ; and when, in April, the 
Council, constituted under the new Royal Charter, met for the first time, I was able 
to preside at the meeting. 
_ “Quite plainly, last year we were ata parting of the ways. Toc H had grownup an 
intimately personal thing. It had run, as Neville Talbot said, on one wheel. But it 
had begun to grow, and to spread, far beyond the capacity of the most active and 
devoted of men to control it all alone. And there were some who feared that as it 
grew and spread it would lose just that intimacy, that family spirit, which those who 
had known it longest valued most. More than that. The Royal Charter took the 
authority and control which, by common consent, had so far rested in one man and 
a London Committee, and distributed it widely among the Branches, controlled by 
an cle&ed Council and an elected Executive. And the Charter itself was so widely 
drawn as to make it possible for Toc H to grow into something which might 
indeed be a power for good, but something entirely different from what it had been 
till then. Now those issucs are settled, those bridges are crossed. The first act of the 
new Council was to determine that Toc H was and would remain just a Christian 
family of serving brethren— nothing more and nothing less. That decision meant 
much. It meant building slowly, but it meant building on a rock. 

“ Now let us look at what has been built up in the year. In Lancashire and York- 
shire we have now five houses instead of one ; and two chaplains of our own, with 
a third ready to commence work in February. Of the new houses, the Salford house 
is the gift of one of our own members—long may he rejoice in the fruits of his 
giving. The others are ventures of our own. The Northern Branches will shortly 
make an appeal for funds to pay off the advances made to them, and to make possible 
an even greater development in 1924 in the industrial North. 

* Further South we have now chaplains and houses in Leicester, Birmingham, 
Bristol and Southampton, with a hostel at Swindon, where a great public school, 
Marlborough College, is working for a common aim in and through the local 
branch of Toc H. Each of the Padres is concerned with the work and growth of the 
Branches in his area ; cach of the Branches is concerned with the founding of new 
Branches in its own neighbourhood. 

* Here, in London, one of our houscs, which we held most precariously last year, 
has been bought and given to us outright. We may not publish the donor's name, 
but, speaking for you all, I thank her now for the wonderful gift of Mark VII, a gift 
all the more precious because of the faith which led her to give so much at a time 
when Toc H was in very real difficulties. South of the river we hope to open very 
soon two more houses. One will be in Bermondsey, planned to reinforce the 
splendid work done for so long by Alec Paterson and his fellow workers in the 
Oxford and Bermondsey Club. The other, the Brothers’ House, the gift of Mrs. 
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Dilbéroglue in memory of two of her sons, two young oflicers who died fighting 
most gallantly at the head of their men. The story you have read in the December 
Journat. Here I would tell Mrs. Dilbéroglue, speaking for you all, that Toc H 
will make the house she is giving a worthy memorial, and that as Toc H grows, 
more and more young men will remember with thankfulness the lives of the Two 
Brothers and the inspiration of the deaths they died. 

* Now let us think of Toc Н beginning in Canada. Last year when a Lamp of 
Maintenance was bestowed on the Winnipeg Branch we had hopes. But did any of 
us really hope for what has truly happened, that in the spring the right man to build 
up Toc Н in Canada would throw up a living in Winnipeg to join us as a chaplain, 
and that in the autumn the Winnipeg Branch and Dominion Headquarters would 
be housed in Mark I (C)? That is only a beginning. To-night His Royal Highness 
is to light a Lamp which will go to Montreal. His interest in the Canadian venture 
of Toc H is well known. He shares, we hope, our belief that there is real work for 
Toc H to do, not only here, but in the great countries overseas to which our young 
men go. I believe the foundation of Toc Н in Canada is now well and truly laid, that 
it will be a power for good, and that especially it will bring help and comradeship 
to boys migrating to the Dominion. May I ask those to whom Canada has given 
much to think of this venture, and to help it to make good ? 

“ To-night, when a Lamp is lit for the Buenos Aires Branch, our thoughts will 
go to another country overseas to which our young men go, a country where, we 
are assured by those who know, there is real need for Toc Н among a large English- 
speaking population. Here again is the need, and the commencement, a commence- 
ment due to lads who have recently gone out from our London Houses, and a group 
of older residents who were ready to welcome Toc H. I dare not prophesy that the 
achievement in Winnipeg will be repeated next year in Buenos Aires. But is it too 
much to hope for ? 

“When I spoke of the growth of Toc Н in this country I left out onc thing, hot 
because it is not important, but because it is. Toc H began among men who be- 
longed to the Church of England, but it has always had members outside that 
Church, and it has never wished to be an Anglican Society. Our Charter gives us 
power to appoint Christian Ministers of anv denomination to be our chaplains, 
but we cannot appoint them unless they can come to us fully commissioned, and 
with the approval of the churches to which they belong. We are glad to have with 
us to-night our first Congregationalist Padre, and we hope that when we meet again 
next year he will not be the only English Free Churchman among our chaplains. 
Further, we have asked Committees of the General Assembly of the Church of 
Scotland to investigate Toc H and its aims and methods, with a view to the launching 

of the movement in Scotland with the approval and support, if we can win it, of the 
National Church. We must not anticipate the decision of the General Assembly. 
But I would say this, on behalf of you all, that if the Church of Scotland should give 
its approval to the scheme submitted on behalf of the Central Executive, Toc Н 
will do all it can to make the plan succeed ; and if we are hopeful it is largely because, 
should the approval of the Church be given, we know where to find just the right 
Scots Presbyterian Padre to start the work of Toc H in Scotland.”
